Philadelphia, a son of Samuel W ea­ 
ver, of Gettysburg, who superintend­ 
ed the exhumation and reburial of the 
Union dead, supervised the 
tion and removal of the Confederate 
dead. 
From 1870 to 1873, the following 
number of Confederate dead were re­ 
moved from the field here: 
To Raleigh, North Carolina, 137; to 
Savannah, Georgia, 101; to Charleston, 
South Carolina, 74; to Richmond, Vir­ 
ginia, 2935, and 73 individual 
re­ 
movals. 
The names, however, of the 
reinterred dead were not kept here.

Income Tax 


The exemptions under the rev­ 
enue act of 1924 are $1,000 for 
•single persons and $2,500 for m ar­ 
ried persons living together, and 
heads of families. 
In addition a 
$400 credit is allowed for each per­ 
son dependent upon and receiving 
his chief support from the taxpay­ 
er, if such person is under 18 years 
of age or incapable of self-support 
because m entally or physically de­ 
fective. 
The normal tax rate under the 
revenue act of 1924 is 2 per cent on 
the first $4,000 of net income in ex­ 
cess of the personal exemptions, 
credit for dependents, etc., 4 per 
cent on the next $4,000, and 6 per 
cent on the balance. 
Under the 
preceding act the normal tax rate 
was 4 per cent on the first $4,000 
of net income above the exemptions 
and credits, and 8 per cent on the 
rem aining net income. 
The revenue act of 1924 contains 
a special 
provision for reduced 
taxes which did not appear in pre­ 
vious laws. 
All net income up to 
$5,000 is considered 
“earned 
in­ 
come.” 
On this amount the ta x ­ 
payer is entitled to a credit of 25 
per cent of the am ount of the tax. 
F or example, a taxpayer, single 
and without dependents, may have 
received in 1924 a salary of $2,000 
and from a real estate transaction 
a profit of $3,000. 
His total net 
income was $5,000. 
W ithout the 
benefit of the 25 per cent reduction 
his tax would be $80. 
His actual 
tax is $60. From his net income of 
$5,000 he is allowed a personal ex­ 
emption of $1,000; the tax of 2 per 
cent on the first $4,000 is $80, one- 
fourth of which, or $20, m ay be de­ 
ducted.

The circuits and the switchboards, 
the cables and the open wires are what require 
sharpest watch. 


There are daily tests and nightly tests; tests for 
rust, hidden dirt and moisture; tests for ex­ 
cessive wear, friction, and for electrolysis, bad 
adjustment and “temperament” in switch­ 
boards, open lines and cable plant. 


It consumes the time of many people, and some­ 
times costs more than it would to let things 
slide and correct them when the break comes. 
But it spells service reliability.

The door slid open 
and the famous Cannon Ball in an ice 
covered Rickenbacker Six glided into j 
the warm room of the garage. 
When asked where he was going and 
what he was doing out a t th a t time of ! 
the morning, Cannon Ball replied: 
“Oh, we are just out touring around i 
on a little test trip.” 
Upon further inquiry it was learned 
th at Baker in his Rickenbacker, ac­ 
companied by H. F. VanHorn, pub­ 
licity director, and Charles Roush, 
mechanic, left New York a t 11:17 
Monday night, arriving in Gettysburg 
at 4:37 Tuesday morning.
